9. Jn. response to a question from DXA as to the function and purpose of 
the South China priorities list, the Subcommittee had a lengthy discussion of . the 
list. In reviewing the background of the list; the Chairman cited the following 
requirements that prompted maintenance of the list: 

a) Detection of possible Chinese involvement in SEA 
was initial requirement. 

b) Identify those targets that would indicate the 
introduction of offensive missiles into North Vietnam. 

c) Establish data base for the area. 

CIA member commented that he felt the original reasons for maintaining 
the list were no longer valid and as a result the list served no useful purpose. 
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ICRS-M-29 
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| pointed out that considerable lead time is required to plan missions, 

and as a result a collection list must be maintained since the ICRS can not be 
expected to provide specific guidance for each mission. He stressed the fact that 
DoD utilized the list for operational planning of missions. In closing, the 
Chairman stated that he was aware the whole Far East requirement needed to be 
revised, that he supported the maintenance of a "meaningful" priorities list and 
in the meantime he was open to any suggestions for modifications to the list.
